The Eminem Consensus 


He can act, but so what? Everbody’s Rapper is still a shady misogynist 


TWO EVENTS OF LASTING SIGNIF- 
icance occurred last week: the 
breakdown of the Democratic party 
and the breakthrough of Eminem. 
His debut film, 8 Mile, became the 
highest: grossing movie in America 

ist days after Republicans won con- 
trol of Congress. These two events 
may not seem related, but they both 
reflect the mainstreaming of ideas 
that seemed extreme just two years 
ago. Bush’s right- wing agenda and 
Eminem's violent misogyny were 
once considered over the line. Now 
they have crossed over and become 
the line. 

Not that Em is a Republican 
(though he might favor ending the 
estate tax). But he and George W. 
Bush do have certain things in com- 
mon. Both draw their power from 
the compelling image of the strong- 
man posing as the common man. 
Both played the populist card to win 
the nation’s heart. And I would 
argue that both owe their success to 
the sexual backlash. 

When Scott Silver, whose last 
movie was The Mod Squad, was 
asked by Universal to write a screen- 
play for Eminem, he couldn't resist. 
“T pitched something that reflected 
[the] outrageous humor and car- 
toonish violence of his records,” 
Silver told Entertainment Weekly. 
“They were like, ‘Uh, no.” Universal 
wanted to expand the demographic 
of its hottest music property, so 
Silver was ordered to create a drama 
that could reach an audience with 
reservations about Eminem. Bush 
faced a similar task in winning over 
an electorate with doubts about the 
economy. His solution was to play 
down the message and play up per- 
sonality. 8 Mile does som« simi- 
lar by associating its star with root 
values like struggle and community. 


It’s a stump speech for Eminem. 


BOYS STICK TOGETHER 
Though 8 Mile is being described 
as a blue-collar inspirational in the 
tradition of Rocky, it’s more like a 
classic war movie with a white alpha 
male and an interracial unit. In this 








cle of the street, the sun never 
and the nights are tinted lurid 
blue. It’s the perfect setting for a film 
about male combat and solidarity. 
All evidence that women play a 
powerful role in working-class soci- 
is repressed. The good bitches 
help their men; the bad ones betray 
them — end of story. Worst of all is 
our B-boy’s dissolute mother. 
There's no attempt to reckon with 
the reasons for her haplessness. The 
social context is reserved for the 
men. They are full-blown characters; 
the women are full-bodied foils. 
This distortion would have been 
noticed just a few years ago. But as 


the backlash advances, it gets harder 
to argue against the flattening of 
women without being pounded 
with the cudgel of p.c. A lot of men 
— and women — like it that way, at 
least in bed. It sure beats sex-role 
anxiety. What's truly alarming is the 
extra-libidinal dimension of this fan- 
tasy. There is growing pressure on 
women to cede their autonomy, and 
last week’s election hinted at the 
result. The gender gap, which 
played a major role in recent elec- 
tions, seems to have narrowed con- 
siderably this year. It’s not just the 
reflex to close ranks behind the 
leader in a time of crisis; it’s an 
impulse to stand by the Man. Bush 
benefits from this retrenchment, and 
so does Eminem, as the large female 
audience for 8 Mile attests. 

Women are not the only swing 
constituency that voted in great 
numbers for Eminem. Many liberals 
are drawn by his populist aura, 
which 8 Mile plays to the hilt. Of 
course, populism is a two-edged 
sword: it validates the working class, 
but it can also justify the confine- 
ment of women to traditional roles. 
In most populist epics, men repre- 
sent the people and women express 
solidarity. This, too, is a reassuring 
image, one that can reconcile many 
liberals to the backlash because it 
makes the sexual order seem pro- 


gressive. 


PERMANENT WAR 
Liberals are no less susceptible 
than conservatives to nostalgia for a 
world where male power seems 
righteous, especially when it’s allied 
with the truth-telling vitality of the 
beni 8 Mile is a feel-good movie 
vio ly that scenario.

e old liberal dream about class 
ee race while repressing the 
real reason why black and white 
men can bond over a rapper like 
Eminem. He gives them a common 
enemy: women. In fact, gender

You wouldn't know from 8 Mile 


that bitch bashing is what made this 
angry white male a star. On-screen, 
our hero gets violent only with nasty 
dudes, and he’s a friend to homos, 
chastising his posse for taunting a 
gay member. So much for Em’s bad 
old boast about stabbing “you in the 
head, whether you're a fag or lez 
The willful forgetting of what these 
words actually mean is a sure sign 
that the social climate is changing, 
Eminem is an icon of that shift 
When Elvis Presley was ready for 
his close-up, he chose a historical 
romance with the buttery title Love 
Me Tender. It was an ideal crqassover 
vehicle because it sublimated his 
sexuality into devotion. But the 
image onscreen was still Elvis of the 
writhing hips and sly regard. The 


him ever since I first heard his songs 
at the inception of his notoriety.” 
Now Rich accepts the dubious claim 
that faggot is just “an all-purpose 
insult,” and he regards the sexual 
violence as no worse than “typical 
multiplex Grand Guignol.” Imagine 
the word kike becoming a generic 
insult — would that make it less 
anti-Semitic? Imagine racism as vio- 
lent as the sexism in Em’s oeuvre — 
would anyone slough it off as a cha- 
rade? 

You can claim, as Rich no doubt 
would, that the playa/ho dichotomy 
is just a metaphor in the service of 
arousal. But erotic fantasies are 
never just about sex. They are sub- 
versive precisely because they have 
the potential to construct a social

audience could enjoy his transgres- 
sive aura while pretending to watch 
a love story. The same process of 
turning funk into frisson is now 
being applied to Eminem, but the 
times are very different now. El ush- 
ered in a sexual politics of Dionysian 
ecstasy and male display. Em 
emblematizes an age of sadistic plea- 
sure and male control. In order for 
liberals to enjoy this show, they must 
convince themselves that something 
else is going on. This is where pop 
critics come in. Their job is not to 
deconstruct the culture but to pre- 
side over guilty pleasures. 


MAN ON TOP 

Frank Rich, the Times critic at 
large, certainly knows how to go 
with the flow. As the Eminem con- 
sensus evolved, so did he. 

Two years ago, Rich described our 
hero as “a charismatic white rapper

This is the cru- 
cial question posed by the triumph 
of Eminem — one most critics won't 
touch. Instead, they ratify the con- 
sensus, making it legit. Male domi- 
nance, the populism of fools, 
becomes something to celebrate. 
And when culture is on the same 
page as politics, you've got hegemo- 
ny.

Theatre, and Edmonton Art Gallery. 

Our place also has a past and 
character, which was an important 
consideration to us after residing in 
the picturesque and teeming-with- 
history capital of Yorkshire County.

lack of affordable housing and the

People everywhere chatter that 
the oil boom will bust as a result of 
the environmentally urgent Kyoto 
Protocol, but, at the moment, Alberta 
seems to be a place where incomes 
are disposable — and disposed of 
quickly: big, shiny SUVs crowd 
expanding freeways, countless over- 
priced restaurants require reserva- 
tions, and the city’s plethora of malls 
are full of people with even fuller 
bags (and the Christmas shopping 
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Alberta’s increase in wealth is its 
decrease in prosperity. More people 
than before sleep on the city’s transit 
system, more people ask for change 
on the streets, and every night local 
news programs advertise multiple 
charity organizations needing winter 
clothes, food, money for more and 
more people who go without. 

It is not only profoundly embar- 
rassing that Albertans have a leader 
who tells people seeking shelter to 


“get a job,” but it is becoming obvi- 
ous that people are working harder 
and harder and not making ends 
meet in this land of supposed “milk 
and honey.” 

On Friday November 22nd, the 
Edmonton Coalition for Housing 
and Homelessness are hosting a con- 
ference at the Public Library to dis- 
cuss the lack of affordable accom- 
modation in the province's capital 
for single-income families and other 
people deemed “working” class. The 
conference, and public event at 12 
noon, will probably be attended by 
people already working for non- 
profit organizations and will maybe 
capture a column or two of 
newsprint. I plan to attend. 

That may seem hypocritical, since 
I’ve just moved into my wannabe- 
yuppie paradise, but I want to know 
what can be done and what I can do 
to help. More people, from all posi- 
tions and situations, and in cities all 
across Canada, need to ask questions 
and find short-term solutions to our 
current national housing crises and 
increasing disparity. Food banks, 
shelters, and clothing centres are 
needed, and the people who work 
and volunteer there are wonderful 
and caring, but these services are 
there to provide relief from a prob- 
lem that could be alleviated. 

A significant number of Albertans 
are becoming “have-nots” in a time 
of relative prosperity. For many peo- 
ple in this city the boom has already 
bust.

Sexton & Snider exemplify the ‘very good’ 
in the singer-songwriter tradition

A GOOD SINGER-SONGWRITER CAN 
draw on his experience to create 
songs that people can identify with. 
The very good ones put a universal 
spin on very personal stories. The 
best do what the very good can, only 
they do so year in and year out and, 
in the process, build a catalogue of 
material that is timeless. This week- 
end Edmonton fans of this rare 
breed have the opportunity to catch 
two of the very good, along with one 
of the best, as Martin Sexton plays 
Dinwoodie Saturday night and 
Todd Snider opens for John Prine at 
the Jubilee on Sunda 

Martin Sexton, a native of 
Syracuse, New York, migrated to 
Boston and began playing the cor- 
ners and coffeehouses before re 
ing a collection of self-produced 
demo recordings in 1992. In the 
Journey sold over 23,000 copies while 
helping him win a handful of Boston 
Music Awards and the “Artist of the 
Year” award from the National 
Academy of Songwriters. He’s 
released four albums since then and 
has proved to be a tireless road war- 
rior, clocking over 150,000 kilome- 
ters in each of the last three years. 

“Growing up I listened to every- 
thing from Pavarotti to Led 
Zeppelin, John Hiatt to the Beatles,” 
says Sexton of the formative influ- 
ences that fueled his apparently 
inexhaustible love of music. When 
asked if there’s common thread to it 
all, Sexton explains, “I’m drawn to 
music by its soul, honesty and grit. I 
love the sweat and feeling of soul 
music, the honest, personal experi- 
ences, The joy, struggle, heartbreak 
and real emotion that the music 
makes real.” 

Bringing all of that to his own 
compositions has helped him build a 
loyal audience that defies categoriza- 
tion. “It’s a mixed bunch all right,” 
he says. “Everyone from teenagers 
to folks in their fifties... every race, 
creed, colour and religion.” 

When asked to explain the cause 
for such a wide-ranging audience he 








offers this bit of insight. “I haven’t 
come through the regular channels 
—no MTV, no big commercial radio 
push — people hear me and turn 
their friends on to what I do.” That 
realization has led, in part, to the cre- 
ation of his own record label, 
Kitchen Table Records, which has 
just released Live Wide Open a two- 
hour collection of performances. “I 
decided to alleviate the middleman, 
and I realized that I didn’t need the 
big guns to make my music. I didn’t 
really have a problem with the big 
record company [Atlantic] interfer- 
ing with my artistic freedom, I just 
felt that 1 could get a closer connec- 
tion with the audience.” 

On Saturday night at Dinwoodie 
expect that connection to be working 
overtime. “I don’t make up set | ; 
Sexton says. “I like the spontaneity 
of making it up on the f 
[Drummer] Joe Vonadio and [ can be 
very versatile, doing everything 
from soft ballads to hard rock. Last 
night we covered ‘Foxy Lady,’ and, 
to quote the White Album, we'll do 
everything from ‘Helter Skelter’ to 
‘Blackbird.’”

CHANGE YOUR ZODIAC CALENDARS, 
and forget the lore you've learned 
about the year of the horse, monkey, 
pig, or whatever creature is pulling 
your astrological puppet strings 
from above. In case you hadn't got- 
ten the memo, the music industry 
has decided — until interest wanes 
and sales fall —that this is the year of 
rock & roll. 

That means it’s time to hang up 
those orange rave pants you spent 
three paycheques on, trade your 
turntables in for a vintage guitar, 
hide your Limp Bizkit CDs, and 
grow out your unwashed hair to an 
acceptably chic level just above your 
new-old denim jacket collar. Sound 
stupid yet? It’s the same fashion vic- 
tim takeover that occurs in every 
trend that obscures and degrades the 
talent and spark that made the 
whole thing interesting in the first 
place. 

Ask Jonathan Cummins, and he'll 
tell you where to find the diamonds 
in the airbrushed rough, Formerly 
guitarist for pop-punk pioneers The 
Doughboys, and now leading the 
heavy van-rock of Montreal's Bionic, 
Cummins is willing to tolerate a little 
major-label market hype if it points 
people in the right direction. 

“Kids who are like 17 now, who 
pretty much make up the audience 
of a band like the Hives, were 
brought up with turntablism, deep 
house, and raves,” says Cummins. 
“Not that there’s anything wrong 
with that, but they’d never had a real 
education toward rock music. After 
awhile, the shelf-life of that DJ stuff 
didn’t last for very long, and then 
they see a band going out there, 
totally rocking, sweating from the 
second song and they say ‘Holy 
fuck, what the hell have I been miss- 
ing?” 

The answer, according to 
Cummins, is old-fashioned ae 
and passion, traits lacking in a lot of 





the successful acts that are suppos- 
edly responsible for the resurgence 
in rock. “I think a lot of bands now 
are concerned with paying their rent, 
and getting on MuchMusic or the 
radio,” he says. “We've never really 
tried for that.” 

It’s a hard-learned lesson for 
Cummins, whose career with his 
previous band took on a much more 
success-driven ethic that eventually 
caused their self-destruction. “The 
Doughboys were definitely trying to 
be a big band,” he says. “Green Day 
was backing us up, the Offspring 
were coming to all our shows in 
California. But we weren't ever all 
that close, and after a while we just 
didn’t hang out together, and that 
showed in the music.” 

Bionic is looking for something a 
lot different. Call it substance, 
integrity, just plain entertainment, or 
call it what Cummins does: spiritual- 
ity. The word seems too stratospher- 
ic for a no-nonsense rock band root- 
ed in the sonic tradition of Black 
Flag, MCS and the Stooges, but for 
Cummins good music equals reli- 
gion. 

“I think the most spiritually 
charged I get is seeing an incredible 
live rock band where I will walk 
away slightly changed every time,” 
he explains, “We're not concerned 
about paying the rent with what we 
do. Obviously we don't give a fuck 
about the way we look,” he says, 
referring to the immense beards he 
and Bionic guitarist Ian Blurton have 
been cultivating since last February. 
“It’s obviously funny —it's like the 
most unattractive thing to women 
ever,” he laughs. 

“Tt started as a big joke. After a 
while it was still funny and now it’s 
just gotten out of hand. Now, the 
idea of taking it off would be like

Old Reliable almost halfway to drinking age

WHAT WERE YOU DOING EIGHT YEARS 
ago? If you were like me, you were 
eagerly anticipating the great Grunge 
crumble — and lamenting the fact 
that they weren't burning Alice In 
Chains albums in baseball stadiums 
like they'd done with disco back in 
the late ‘70s. The next big musical 
trend didn’t seem particularly rele- 
vant so long as we could see past the 
days of distortion pedals, flannel 
shirts and really, really bad facial 
hair. 

Old Reliable founders Mark Davis 
and Shuyler Jansen, never ones to 
blindly follow trends, were looking 
for inspiration the old-fashioned 
way: through their parents’ record 
collections. What they found were 
battered copies of vintage Waylon 
Jennings and Merle Haggard 
albums. 

Now, marrying country music 
with rock was hardly an unheard of 
innovation. Uncle Tupelo was calling 
it quits around that time, and Davis 
and Jansen had grown up in the 
shadow of Edmonton’s own Jr. Gone 
Wild. But Old Reliable began adding 
other, seemingly disparate, elements 
to the mix, turning what could’ve 
been just another alt. country group 
into something wholly unique. 

Fast-forward to the present day. 
The duo have expanded to a quintet 


(adding bassist Tom Murray, drum- 
mer Scott Lingley, and third guitarist 
Shawn Jonasson to the mix), released 
three independent albums (Pulse of 
Light/Dark Landscape is the latest), and 
rack up nearly a hundred live dates a 
year. With the ongoing fascination 
with roots and country music, they 
should be music industry darlings, 
hobnobbing with Toronto weasels 
and developing debilitating drug 
habits. Instead, they're slogging it out 
in backwater halls and taverns in 
rural Alberta, playing five sets a 
night to twang-and-beer hungry 
farmers, 

Jansen admits that it can be a hum- 
bling experience. “The last club we 
played in Cochrane? They played 
mainstream country radio in 
between our sets and everybody 
danced. Of course, they didn’t dance 
while we played.” 

Despite having racked up nearly 
500 shows in their career, the band 
has yet to shine under the bright 
lights of Eastern Canada. Hell, they 
haven't even touched down in 
Winnipeg yet. Jansen insists that it’s 
been simply a matter of conflicting 
work schedules that’s kept them 
from undertaking the big tours, 
something they plan to rectify with 
their first cross-country jaunt in the 
spring. 

As they near their eighth anniver- 
sary party, Jansen reflects on some of 
Old Reliable’s career highlights, most

Weekend oe their opening slots, 
charming 
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gathered up a loyal fan base. Now 
it’s two years later and the bands’ 
new-wave-tinged pop is toughened 
up considerably with the addition of 
drummer Jay Westman and second . 
guitarist Ryan Ford, ex of Sinclaire. 
The result was the Teaser E.P, a brac- 
ing collision of sugary melodies, 
bristling guitars and solid drum- 
ming, put into the service of some 
mighty fine tune-smithing. And 
that’s not all; the media gods have 
smiled favorably on the quintet. 
Weekend songs have shown up ona 
few TV shows like CBC’s Our Hero, 
Family Law, and most surreally on 
Mary-Kate and Ashley Olsen's So 
Little Time. 

“They sent along an autographed 
picture,” giggles the bemused gui- 
tarist. The mind boggles at the poten- 
tial of winning over the millions of 
pre-teen and teenage girls who 
meticulously follow up on every- 
thing the twins do.

54-40/PEPPER SANDS 


54-40 (WITH THE WATCHMEN AND 
others) will be waking up the Shaw 
Conference Centre tonight (Nov. 21), 
pumping out the tunes from their 
latest album, Radio Love Songs—The 
Single Collection. Drammer Matt 
Johnson points out that the compila- 
tion of old — and some new — 
songs provides those who haven't 
been paying attention a trip to the 
past, while giving the band some 
space between studio albums.

TODD HAYNES SEEMS TO HAVE A 
fascination with women in adversi- 
ty: from his notorious Barbie-as- 
Karen-Carpenter unauthorized biog- 
raphy (Superstar) to his ‘90s high- 
anxiety canary in a coalmine parable 
(Safe), Haynes now moves onto the 
patriarchal world of a well-heeled 
1950s housewife in the ultimate gild- 
ed cage. 

We now think of the ’50s as a 
backward time, when conformity 
kept things safe and boring at best, 
repressive and evil at worst. Rules 
ruled again after the war forced 
women into the workforce and 
adversity coaxed America out of its 
self-imposed isolation — now that 


the adventure was over, it was time 
to get back into the kitchen. 

But the thing about rules is how 
very interesting it is when they 
brush up against non-willful acts of 
humanity. The resulting friction 
exposes the arbitrariness of those 
existing prejudices, causing the 
kinds of disruptions that lead to 
things like the Civil Rights move- 
ment, Stonewall and women’s liber- 
ation. But, oh, how those ground- 
breakers must have suffered. 

Far from Heaven is a 21st Century 
answer to Douglas Sirk’s All That 
Heaven Allows, a 1955 romance star- 
ring Jane Wyman and Rock Hudson 
about a wealthy widow’s socially 
vilified love for her younger, work- 
ing-class lover. While retaining the 
‘50s style of Sirk’s film, right down 
to the faux-T color palette of 
intense oranges and greens, Haynes’ 
film makes explicit some of the even 
more hushed taboos of the time, 
namely miscegenation and homo-

In a performance that echoes the 
Barbie-doll « ness of Superstar, 
Julianne Moore delivers the willing 
captive in Mrs. Cathleen Whitaker, a 
Stepford wife driven not by circuitry 
but by love and devotion.

The social mores presented in Far 
From Heaven seem quaint now, all 
the more painful because we all 
know that freedom lies ahead, 
blacks will soon enough march for 
equal rights, followed by the femi- 
nists and the queer activists. Thank 
god we live in a time when a man 
isn’t judged a threat solely based on 
the colour of his skin, and that con- 
senting adults are free to love one 
another without prejudice. Women 
are paid on an equal scale as men, 
and their unpaid labour in the home 
is fully recognized by the state and 
economy.

and waiters to see what the other 
guy has up his sleeve. 

After a few small-money jobs, 
Marco's sister summons them to a 
posh hotel; she’s busted an old con- 
man on hotel property and he’s 
asked for Marco. The old conman 
has counterfeits of a rare block of 
stamps, the “Nine Queens,” which 
he wants to pass off for big bucks to 
a rich Spanish collector who's stay- 
ing at the hotel. He asks Marco to 
make the sale and thus begins a 
whirlwind of scams, mishaps, 
betrayals and reversals.

Darin and Pauls do most of the

weak-chinned, baggy-eyed men that 
they may actually be sexy. 

Director Fabian Bielinsky is 
attuned to the material as well, 
assisting in various feats of what the 
pros call misdirection — not lousy 
directing, but calling your attention 
to details that may or may not fit 
into the elaborate plot. He keeps the 
flashy bits down to a minimum, ge 
ing the actors lots of room to do their 
thing and saving his fancy moves for 
just the right moments, spinning 
around the characters as they try to 
outmaneuver each other and gliding 
down corridors and alleyways to 
discover their latest bit of treachery. 
As in other Argentine films like El 
hijo de la novia and Burnt Money, cor- 
ruption — institutionalized and oth- 
erwise — is a fact of life in Nine 
Queens and Bielinsky does fine work 
creating the feeling of pervasive 
avarice.

David Thomson’s Biographical 
Dictionary of Film is out in a new edition, 
and { have a problem. | gave this book a 
glowing review in 1994; at the time it 
seemed to me a perfect model of what 
passionate, instinctive film criticism 
could be.

Fellowship of the Ring raises the bar 
well past hobbit height 


THE LORD OF THE RINGS:

THERE WERE FEW TOLKIEN FANS 
wearing sweatpants over the last 
week. Why? With the DVD pre- 
miere of the brand new extended 
208-minute director's cut of 
Fellowship of the Ring, there were sim- 
ply too many raging Tolkien boners 
to be contained in a mere 

cotton/ poly blend. 

But this four-disc set is more than 
just fanboy Viagra: it’s a better cut of 
the film with quality extras. It’s not 
the crappy filler where actors just 
talk about how much they like each 
other and the movie, or a bunch of 
crummy featurettes that are essen- 
tially extended commercials with the 
odd interview and tons of recycled 
footage. In fact, the autopsy-like 
thoroughness in which all aspects of 
the film — direction, mythology, 
actors, special effects, make-up, 
adaptation, history, Tolkien himself, 
etc, etc, etc — are dissected make up 
for an exhaustive amount of interest- 
ing info. 

Those with ample time on their 
hands can watch the four-hour ver- 
sion four times with different com- 
mentaries that include just about 
everyone involved with the movie, 
except the back-up caterer and Peter 
Jackson’s third cousin. As expected, 
all the aspect ratio and audio bells 


and whistles are included, and no 
space is wasted providing a pan- 
and-scan version for idiots. 

On the third and fourth discs are a 
total of 17 documentaries covering 
the cast and Tolkien. They also 
include an interactive map and tons 
of behind-the-scenes stuff. There are 
also storyboards, something like 
2,000 still images, even more gal- 
leries of photos, and some great 
“Easter eggs” (hidden features): 
plenty of websites (such as 
dvdreview.com) have instructions 
on where to find the Two Towers 
trailer and the MTV music awards 
spoof of the Council of Elrond scene 
with Jack Black and Sarah Michelle 
Gellar. 

And even if you feel screwed over 
for buying the first double-disc 
release of the film, all the sprawling 
supplementary stuff is different in 
this release, which goes a long way 
to justify the under-$30 price tag. 
The scope of the documentaries is 
impressive. 

Too often the docs are just an 
excuse to brag about how difficult

The reason: a hooch-hampered Zoe 
has driven into and thereby dis- 
patched a policeman. Zoe isn’t to 
blame, but only Zoe and the volatile, 
Zoe-centric stalker who jammed her 
foot onto the gas pedal know this to be 
true. 

* So Zoe and her electronic anklet 
while away the days dreaming of what 
it would be like to overcome her inep- 
titude with men — if only she had any 
gentleman callers.

And it’s not clear that Zoe’s even 
terribly interesting . Once she busts her 
television in a fit of pique, the sum and

As for the tacit ironic snicker that 
invariably accompanies the inclusion 
of ‘80s pop music in film: surely that 
gag is nearly as old and as lame as the 
music itself. Let’s get over it already.

STEVEN SEAGAL DERIVES HIS DUBIOUS 
persona from a wide range of 
sources. After he had declared him- 
self the reincarnation of a 17th 
Century Tibetan lama in 1995, his 
slithery “Zen” tentacles even 
touched me two years earlier, in the 
Tibetan capital-in-exile of 
Dharamsala, India. 

I was sitting alone in my favorite 
restaurant when a short, stout man 
of middle age asked if he could jo 
me. Although the Australian 
seemed hauntingly familiar, he cer- 
tainly didn’t jog my memory by 
explaining that he was involved in 
a California sect that receives spiri- 
tual messages by channeling an 
ancient being from another dimen- 
sion, nor by claiming that he’d had 
numerous bit TV roles, like on Hill 
Street Blues. The actor's coup de 
griice, however, clicked like a dawn- 
ing memory of a past life. This was 
none other than Terry Camilleri — 
Napoleon, from Bill & Ted's 
Excellent Adventure. And Napoleon 
had been sent to the Himalayas by 
Steven Seagal, on a mission to pro- 
cure Tibetan medicine. 

The sordid details of Seagal’s 
more creepy character are outlined 
in last month’s issue of Vanity Fair. 
As if his rap sheet of detestable 
movies weren't immoral enough, 
Seagal’s Academy Awards tuxe- 
does have been tailored to accom- 
modate not one but two hand guns; 
he’s been accused of everything 
from extortion to solicitation of 
murder; and he has settled numer- 
ous accusations of sexual harass-

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ment out of court. Over the years, 
he’s been most irrefutably guilty of 
keeping extremely sleazy company, 
and of shoveling his bullshit in 
ozone-threatening proportions — 
embellishing his martial arts cre- 
dentials, his battles against Japanese 
yakuza mobsters and his work as 
“black-ops advisor” to the CIA. To 
those for whom this controversy 
only further romanticizes Seagal’s 
no-holds-barred image, note that he 
has also been labeled a weak-kneed 
pussy — by Gambino family mob- 
sters and Hollywood stuntmen 
alike. 

Half Past Dead plays out much 
like Seagal’s supposed life. Sascha 
Petrosevitch (our hero) is an under- 
cover FBI agent who gets shot for 
his carjackin’ gangsta contact Nick 
(Ja Rule), and even goes with him to 
prison to maintain his cover. While 
inside the “New Alcatraz,” a band 
of mercenaries (led by corrupt gov- 
ernment sociopath Morris 
Chestnut) infiltrates to kidnap a 
death row inmate who knows the 
whereabouts of $200 million in 
buried gold. Sascha must rally the 
imprisoned rappers (Kurupt, et al.) 
ina hero reversal against the gov- 
ernment bad guys. 

Writer-director Don Michael 
Paul's circling camera, sped up and 
slow mo digitizing accomplish little 
but the ripening of an already sharp 
cheddar into a gagging gorgonzola. 
While there are a couple of laughs, 

Half Past Dead hasn’t the tongue-in- 
cheek charm of many action 
movies, nor enough authentic tingle 
of the spine to satisfy as action. 
That's what you get when your 
hand-to-hand hero looks old, over- 
weight, and slow — half past dead 
indeed.

clownish whore’s make-up — 
exemplifies disturbingly the degra- 
dation of Seagal-style entertain- 
ment. Such “modeling” can only 
further leach the moral essence 
from fans who already need more 
high school, hugs — or even Vice 
City — than they do this bankrupt 
bullshit. 

Glaringly tacked onto the film’s 
ludicrous premise are various 
warm and fuzzy subplots, includ- 
ing the faux mysticism when Sascha 
flat-lines after being shot. Hearing 
that Sascha has been “half past 
dead,” death row inmate Lester 
approaches Sascha for sage advice 
about the “other side.” 

(Perhaps old Hill Street Blues reg- 
ular Bruce Weitz, who plays Lester, 
met Seagal through Camilleri). 

But, oe Steve must never have 
taken that Tibetan medicine: he still 
seems much too sick.

PROOF, NOW PLAYING AT THE CITADEL 
Theatre, is an example of the victory 
of hype over substance. It has been 
showered with awards: it won a 
Pulitzer Prize for Drama and a Tony 
Award, among other accolades. 
Theatre companies are scrambling to 
produce it and actors are dying to 
appear in it. 

So it’s a pretty easy ticket to sell, 
and it’s an OK play. In fact, if you'd 
just shelled out $120 for two tickets 
ona Saturday night, spent an hour 
getting ready and were planning on 
going out for coffee and dessert 
afterwards, you'd give it a standing 
ovation. 

But it could be so much more. 

Proof tells the story of Catherine

(Rachel Martens), a 25-year-old 
woman who has spent the past five 
years caring for her mentally ill 
father Robert (Ric Reid), a brilliant 
mathematician gone mad, and how 
she comes to find her identity and 
place in the world after he dies. 

Hal (Ari Cohen), a former student 
of Robert's and now a math profes- 
sor himself, is rummaging through 
the mathematician’s old notes when 
he discovers a brilliant proof that 
will revolutionize mathematics. 
Catherine, whom he has just met, 
claims to have written it. Her con- 
trolling, manipulative yuppie sister 
Claire (Katey Wright), meanwhile, 
wants to drag Catherine to New 
York and have her see a shrink — 
she’s afraid Catherine is also nuts. 

The trouble is rooted in David 
Auburn’s script. Flashback scenes 
most often show us Robert, the 
mathematician, as eccentric or shak- 
en but not all-out nuts. Only in one 
scene, late in the second act, is the 
extent of the mathematician’s mad- 
ness apparent: he is excited that “the 
machinery” is working again, that

song, fears are abated. Squirmy little 
ones settle into giggly awe of the 
bright comic-strip colours.

he is able once again to develop 
mathematical theories. When 
Catherine reads the outline of his 
new theory, it’s reminiscent of the 
‘All work and no play’ scene in The 
Shining — that is to say, the guy’s 
right off his rocker. Throughout the 
play, Reid is the standout performer. 

Had the level of Robert's illness, 
and hence Catherine’s own despair, 
been demonstrated in scene one, 
rather than the dream sequence in 
which her dead father appears sane 
and wise, we'd understand right 
away what Catherine had dealt with 
for five years. 

Instead, for a long time, we simply 
listen to her whine about it. We need 
to see it in order to feel anything 
about it. 

There’s more: confrontations 
between Catherine and Hal seem 
contrived. They are immediately at 
odds in a way that neither makes us 
suspect Catherine is crazy, which is 
the intent, nor in a way that seems 
reasonable. 

Hal, who is cocky enough to play 
ina rock band and rifle through a 
dead man’s office for ideas, sudden- 
ly loses his spine when Catherine 
complains that he doesn’t believe 
she wrote the proof. Sure, he wants 
to have a relationship with her, but 
he’s also. a math geek — a guy who 
lives and dies by hard-and-fast rules 
And really, there’s no reason he 
should believe her. Who wrote the 
proof — a man who revolutionized 
mathematics twice before he was 22, 
or a girl who cleaned up after him 
for five years? 

In one particularly odd scene, 
Claire is nearly disabled by a hang- 
over, which miraculously disap- 
pears when a shouting match breaks 
out. Sheesh. 

Some blame here must be 
assigned to director Micheline 
Chevrier, who has allowed her cast, 
which brings the play into its second 
full run following an engagement at 
the Manitoba Theatre Centre, to 
either become too at ease with the 
material or too nervous about taking 
their show on the road. 

Proof is a nice, middle-of-the-road 
play that was first staged during 
what must have been a slow year for 
the Pulitzer judges, then cashed in 
on its good fortune.

EARLY PRODUCTIONS OF HENRIK 
Ibsen‘s A Doll House shocked audi- 
ences, but does it retain any of that 
powerful effect? Director Donna 
Detka believes it can. 

“Tbsen’‘s work seems to be time- 
less,” says Detka. “[The plays] made 
quite a wave when they were writ- 
ten. He wrote about the social injus- 
tices of the time and many of those 
problems still exist. His women 
were strong characters with strong 
personalities. Today, role expecta- 
tions haven't changed all that much 
— what we’re expected to do has 
changed but there are still strong 





expectations.” 

Written in 1879, the play revolves 
around Nora Torvald, a faithful 
housewife who commits a crime to 
help her husband. In the course of 
dealing with the aftermath of that 
action, she is forced to struggle with 
the oppressiveness of her position as 
a woman and a mother. The piece, in 
many ways, pioneered feminist 
ideas and explored gender inequali- 
ties most people at the time didn’t 
even realize existed. 

This translation from the original, 
by Rick Davis and Brian Johnson 
maintains the play’s original tenor 
without delving too deeply into 
complicated Victorian speech. 

And although the production is 
faithful to the time of the original 
play, Detka believes that her direc- 











tion brings a new level. “I bring to it 
the insight of a mother and a wife,” 
explains Detka. “I understand where 
Nora is coming from.” Moreover, 
she believes that Heather 
Fitzimmons-Frey, who plays the 
main character, brings a similar 
empathy for the character's plight. 
“She understands the variances in 
Nora’s character,” comments Detka. 

“It’s a very passionate play,” she 
says. “In the Victorian age, women 
were expected to play a very specific 
role. Nora realized that by playing 
that role as a doll, a wife and mother, 
she lost out on her own identity. As 
women, we lose ourselves and who 
we are but Nora made the decision 
to change and reclaim herself.” 

Costume designer Molly Flood 
lucked out when one of the cast 
members produced a 
Bloomingdale's catalogue from 1867 
“Tt really helped that we were able to 
see the costumes, shoes and jewelry 
of the time, and replicate them,” says 
Flood.

However, he’s likely not 
the cruel, race-baiter that proponents of his 
arch-nemesis Joe Frazier (and especially Frazier 
himself) would have you believe either. 

(Although one needs look no further than 
their video store to witness Ali crossing the line 
from humorous taunting to verbal sadism. At 
the beginning of the Thrilla in Manila tape [Ali 
Vs. Frazier IIL, a fight that pushed both men to 
the brink of destruction in 14 exhausting 
rounds] Ali is shown beating a toy monkey [an 
apparent effigy of Frazier] at a press confer- 
ence. ‘Then, our on-air host, an unintentional 
parody of man as hairspray-helmeted sports- 
caster, explains that the irascible Ali simply 
couldn't resist “rhyming gorilla with Thrilla 
and Manila.”) 

But, no, the truth probably lies somewhere in 
the middle, and even then, as Brunt points out, 
with All's voice lost forever to the ravages of 
Parkinson’s, the whole story may never be 
completely told: That hasn‘t:stopped Brunt 
from trying to put his own pieces of the puzzle 
together with his book Facing Ali: The 25° 
Opposition Weighs Tit. ie \ 
that note — it’s jusfone small’piece“T 
lesson of all of the’Stuff I’ve read on Ali, and all 
the films, is that the successful stuff.takes a 
small part of the story. The people who try to 
do the whole thing usually fail; you can't doit.” 

What Brunt has done then, is attempt to get a 
reflection of the man (and the myth) through 
the eyes of the few who have seen him as no 
one else has — toe to toe in the ring. 

Thus, Brunt managed, in what he admits is 
every writer's dream gig, to travel the globe 
gathering intimate and candid interviews with 
everybody from Ali’s most formidable oppo- 
nents (Foreman, Frazier and Holmes) to fight- 
ers whose only claim to fame is that they once 





stood in the opposing corner. 
“| didn’t quite know what it was going to 






turn into,” Brunt says. “But I wanted to let 
them speak in their own voices on their own 
terms, which I figured a lot of them never had a 
chance to, because Ali is so overwhelming. I let 
the stories bump up against one another and 
see what they added up to, but I didn’t try to tie 
them together — I intentionally let them stand 
on their own.” 

And are there any new revelations that 
either break or uphold the Ali mythology? 
Well, both really. Frazier’s still pissed, 
many others continue to adore Ali. Then there

SEE: I was discussing the book with a friend 
and the conversation invariably turned to the 
film When We Were Kings [Leon Gast’s 
enthralling documentary about the famed 
Foreman-Ali showdown in Zaire, The 
Rumble in the Jungle]. He said, “that movie 
almost convinced me that I was a boxing fan.” 
I think that’s telling for a lot of people who 
aren’t necessarily interested in the sport, but 
who are transfixed by Ali as an icon nonethe- 
less. 

BRUNT: That's interesting. You can certainly 
trace the second-coming of Ali as public figure 
to a couple of things: one is that film and the 
other is the lighting of the Olympic flame in 
Atlanta. There’s this whole rediscovery of Ali 
and it’s obvious why that happened. It makes 
sense because of his status as a sports figure, 
but if you look at when his prime was and the 
age of the population... as a boomer nostalgia

figure it makes sense. A lot of people would 
like to sentimentalize the myth. 

There was a whole bunch of things that con- 
spiréd to turn him into what he was. He didn’t 
set out to be a crusader, I don’t think. He just 
kind of stumbled into it. I think people look 
back at that and take away the rough edges of 
what a divisive figure he was, how much peo- 
ple hated him. You know the Nation of Islam 
were not “peace, love and brotherhood” type 
of guys. But, he was so far out ona limb and he 
didn’t know that the story was going to.wrap 
up nicely, he thought he was going to jail. 
Contrast him with the Michael Jordans and 
Tiger Woods, whose careers he made possible, 

stand for nothing — they’re neutral. They 
have to be, because they’re concerned about 
their shoe contracts. 


Which, of course, feeds that same, oversimpli- 
fied mythology you're talking about. 
Sure. The weird thing is, by being this break- 
through culture figure, he was the first modern 
athlete to understand self-marketing. But what 
does it lead to? Value-neutral sports heroes; 
Michael Jordan should be a powerful guy.

wasn’t a mass anti-war movement going on. A 
lot of people thought that the war was right, or 
that you served your country right or wrong. 
During the Second Word War, Joe Louis signed 
up and said ‘God is on our side’ and became a 
propaganda tool. 


How did Ali come to be such a dominant fig- 
ure in your own consciousness? When did 
you first become truly aware of him as this 
entity? 

L was a kid; | think the first sporting event I ever 
saw was the Henry Cooper fight on black & 
white TV. My father came from a completely 
different world — he was born in 1918 — he 
grew up with Joe Louis, he loved Ray 
Robinson, he loved boxing. And he had no idea 
what to make of Ali, ever. Initially people were 
put off by the act, by the boasting. And I saw 
him through my father’s eyes. My appreciation 
of him grew late, frankly. I think I was cheering 
for Frazier in ‘71, there was something about 
his ‘get on with it’ diligence that I loved. But I 
remember watching the late fights, where he 
was just hanging on to guys like Ron Lyle, 
Earnie Shavers and Jimmy Young. He was just 
getting by on his smarts. And I remember the 
sick feeling when he lost to [Leon] Spinks. 
There was a thrill to seeing him lose, oddly 
enough. Then there was a horrible feeling after- 
ward. It was just sickening, because it was over. 
There's this guy who's been there every wak- 
ing moment of your life and now he’s gone. 


Now, when you were finding the voice for 
what this book was going to say, was the 
agenda to get these guys’ recollections as a 
way of broadening the existing understand- 
ing of Ali? 
Well, I understood that some of these guys, in 
their own way, would know Ali really well and 
others wouldn't at all, except when they 
stepped into the ring. For some of them it was 
going to be, ‘here I am with the most famous 
man in the world, I’m a guy from Belgium and 
here I am in the ring with Ali’ It wasn’t sup- 
ae to be a biography of Ali, it was what 
appened when guys bumped up against the 
person, the fighter and even the idea of Ali. 
What happens if you're Ron Lyle, and you 
went to prison for killing a guy when you were 
a teenager and Ali becomes Ali while you're 
cooling your ass in jail. As a young, black man, 
when you step into the ring with him X 
amount of years later, what does that mean? 
And Lyle is one of the guys who said, ‘you 
know, no one has ever asked me that before.’ 
These guys are so overshadowed and over- 
whelmed that they never got ina word edge- 
wise. I was interested ir’ what happened when 
Ali the person and the phenomenon passed 
through someone's life. 


Some of the really interesting stories on that 
note — the ones that really lend themselves to 
broader metaphors — revolve around the for- 
eign fighters: Henry Cooper became a nation- 
al hero in England, not for winning a fight, 
but for landing a really good left hook. 
[Canada’s] George Chuvalo didn’t even do 
that; he was just able to withstand a beating. 
It says a lot about our identity in relation to 
the Americans. We're not expected to beat 
them, as long as we stand up to them it’s con- 
sidered a vi : 
That's it, that’s the whole Chuvalo thing. 
You've got to think of Canada then. That's 
almost what got me interested in this whole 
subject. I poured over the ‘66 fight trying to fig- 
ure out why inthe hell... Okay, George 
Chuvalo was 10 years into his career and he 
was but not great. There were other

AT FIRST GLANCE L’AZIA, THE NEW 
and bustling restaurant on 
Edmonton City Centre's main floor, 
seems to be going for a streamlined, 
sophisticated look: dark colours, 
black-clad wait staff, lots of wood, 
deep booths, sleek but sturdy tables 
and chairs. But once you're inside 
— and L’azia is quite a bit bigger 
than you'd first suspect — you're 


confronted by an esthetic anomaly: 
a huge “sculpture” made of long 
tubes of pastel blown glass, topped 
with a weird, multicoloured glass 
bulb, festooned with corkscrew 
glass parts and planted in a pile of 
shiny black stones. My dining com- 
panion found it so unsightly, he 
dubbed it “Nuclear Diarrhea.” 

It wasn’t the only error in judg- 
ment perpetrated by L’azia during 
our visit, but I thought the food was 
pretty good, so I’m loath to hold it 
against them. They’ ve certainly got 
a broad and varied menu — from

burgers to rice bowls — which reg- 
ularly attracts a big lunchtime 
crowd, and the service was atten- 
tive enough to seem concerned 
whether we were enjoying our 
meal. And the food came out quite 
quickly. 

We wanted to start with calamari 
($7.95) to test the menu on an appe- 
tizer that is apparently tricky to pre- 
pare, given how many places do a 
poor job of it. L’azia’s calamari was 
above average, from the sprinkling 
of fresh-ground pepper in the batter 
to the tender but chewy consistency 
of the squid to the careful frying 
which kept it from greasiness. 
Unfortunately, it arrived at exactly 
the same time as our entrees and we 
couldn’t pay as much attention to it 
as we intended, lest our mains go 
cold. For this, the server apologized.

My dining companion opted for « 
steak sandwich ($10.95) with home 
cut fries and sauteed mushrooms.

1 don’t always pay attention to 
presentation, but I couldn’t help 
noticing how nice the food looked: 
plump chicken breast, lurking coy], 
beneath a coverlet of rich brown 
sauce aswim with melty cubes of 
pear, draped provocatively over a 
fluffy divan of mashed potato with 
bright green spinach trim, flanked 
by orange and yellow slices of root 
veggies and squash lightly sheened 
with butter, and crowned with a 
twinned halo of golden onion rings 

The polite thing to say was that it 
looked too good to eat, but I fell on 
it ravenously, buddy. The chicken 
was as exactingly cooked as my 
friend’s steak, the exotic aroma of 
five-spice powder (star anise, fen- 
nel, peppercorns, cloves and cinna- 
mon, for those keeping score at 
home) and garlic mouthwatering 
and the fruity sauce a perfect com- 
plement, though it also went well 
with the healthy dollop of mashed 
potatoes. The vegies were perfect- 
ly al dente. Only the tempura rings 
disappointed slightly, as they were 
not especially crisp. I ate them any- 
way. I felt like I'd gotten my 
$10.95’s worth. 

Allin all, I was pleased with 
L’azia’s selection, quality and value, 
certainly enough to overlook a cou- 
ple of minor detractions. It would 
take a tall ladder indeed to overlook 
“Nuclear Diarrhea,” but then again, 
I'm don’t know much about art. I 
just know what I like.

MOST OF US HAVE, AT SOME POINT IN 
our lives, Snickered as someone demon- 
strated how to use a condom by deftly 
rolling it over a banana or some other 
phallic-shaped fruit or vegetable. 

But imagine if you saw this and it led 
you to believe that a banana with a con- 
dom on it must be present during sex to 
prevent infection. 

it sounds ridiculous, | know. But it’s a 
real consideration when teaching safer 
sex practices to someone who is delu- 
sional, says Robin Sherman of the AIDS 
Committee of Windsor in a seminar 
called““HIV Education and the Seriously 
Mentally Ill" at a recent sexuality confer- 
ence. 

| have to admit, I'd never really 
thought about this before. And I'm not 
alone. Turns out the biggest roadblock to 
implementing sex-ed programs for the 
mentally ill is the general assumption that 
mentally ill people don’t have sex. 

That’s simply not the case. 

Sherman and her co-presen 
Reiha— a nurse in London, On 
say studies in the U.S. and Canada indi- 
cate that patients in long-term psychiatric 
facilities are as sexually active as outpa- 
tients, whether they're having sex with 
other patients or with partners who visit 
them from “outside.” 

Yet, in most cases, institutions still 
don't bother doing regular Pap smears or 
testing patients for sexually transmitted 
infections (STIs), never mind trying to 
understand the unique sexual health 
risks facing the mentally ill. 

According to Sherman, 19 per cent of

people who are mentally ill are HIV-posi- 
tive. 

Schizophrenics may be at greater risk 
if they have a “strong command force,” 
says Reiha, since the brain makes them 
to do things most folks would think bet- 
ter of. 

And those with Bi-polar Disorder (for- 
merly known as manic-depression) have 
extreme mood swings that can lead to 
risky behaviours. “The manic are often 
grandiose and impervious to potential 
danger and the results of their actions,” 
says Reiha. And during depression phas- 
es, they may pursue sex as a last remain- 
ing pleasure. “Often, people with mental 
illness seek sex with just anyone for a 
source of warmth, or because sex is 
cathartic and a reassurance that you're 
still alive — it may be the one final 
attachment to reality.” 

The lack of social/interpersonal skills 
among the mentally ill can make intimacy 
difficult to find, too, leaving them lonely 
and more vulnerable to risky activity. 

And since mental illness often 
emerges in late adolescence or early 
adulthood, that sense of sexual identity, 
and how to relate to others sexually, isn't 
fully developed. Distortions, fantasies 
and misinformation run rampant. 

“A young man told us about a ‘mysti- 


cal experience’ he had when he was 
masturbating in the woods, saying that 
when he ejaculated it was glistening,” 


-fecounts Sherman. “I had to explain to 


him that it was the sun shining through, 
but if you have that kind of delusion 
[thinking you have a ‘magic power’ or 
whatever], what's stopping you from 
genuinely believing that you'll live forev- 
er, that there’s no danger in your sexuali- 
ty?” 
Others in the seminar offered their 
own anecdotes, like the one about the 
chronic schizophrenic who exchanged 
sex for cigarettes or coffee, or the bi- 
polar sex addict who was involved in the 
sex trade. 

“These women sound like poster chil- 
dren for HIV/AIDS education,” comment- 
ed Sherman. 

BGS 

Thanks to funding cutbacks, the trend 
toward de-institutionalization means 
more mental health patients are being 
released into the community, increasing 
their risk of exposure. 

Sherman says, “Their disadvantaged 
economic and social status can bring 
them into contact with high risk groups 
like drug users or criminals in their group 
rest homes.” 

Unfortunately, while the mentally ill 
face real sexual health challenges and 
risks, Sherman and Reiha say that most 
health professionals prefer to believe that 
this group is asexual and that talking 
about sex will encourage promiscuity. 

Only two rest homes (homes for the 
mentally ill outside of the hospital set- 
ting) would allow Sherman and Reiha to 
visit and do safe sex education and coun- 
Selling with residents. Usually the party 
line from the staff is: “Our clients do not 
have sex.” 


But as far as Sherman and Reiha are 
concerned, the need for intimacy, 
warmth and sexual expression is univer- 
sal and people are sexual beings all the 
time, regardless of health, illness or dis- 
ability. 

“We start from the premise that, as 
humans, we have the right to a sexual life 
of some kind — even if that’s choosing 
Not to be sexual, or feeling very sexual 
because of other physical or mental fac- 
tors,” says Sherman. The mentally ill 
have a tremendous need to express their 
feelings, and to have concerfs validated 
and to be given the information neces- 
sary to manage life, she adds. 

They also have specific considerations 
when it comes to sexual health. 

Women with schizophrenia, for 
instance, usually have chaotic and unsat- 
isfying sex lives as a result of past sexual 
abuse. “This is compounded by the fact 
that they can get pregnant.” Birth control 
is another hot topic. “Permanent birth 
control takes power away from the 
patient, but we have to think about 
whether or not the patient is even able to 
make those decisions,” says Reiha. “And 
Depo Provera is a depressive, which may 
compound the overall problem — 


though at least with this option, we can 
assess and continually monitor sympto- 
mology and counsel where needed.” 

Because of the complications around 
birth control options, they focus on con- 
dom use in their education program, 
especially since condoms also help in 
STI prevention. 

But this can be tough when you're 
dealing with people who may suffer from 
delusional thinking, communicate in a 
bizarre way and have a short attention 
span. (Sounds like trying to teach 
teenagers, if you ask me, but | see their 
point). 

To overcome these obstacles, 
Sherman and Reiha stress interactivity 
and use role-playing and visual aids to 
teach the mentally ill about sexuality. 
They also use a lot repetition. 

~ Practice is crucial, they say. “There 
may be a finger dexterity problem, so the 
key is to practice opening the condom 
package and rolling it on, repeating 
often.” 

And, no, they don’t use bananas.
